(a ) " candidate” means a person who has .

(b ) " costs" means all costs , charges and 
expenses of , or incidental to , a trial of an elec 
tion petition ; 

( c ) " returned candidate ” means a candidate 
whose name has been published under section 12 
as duly elected .

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty - eighth 
Year of the Republic of India as follows : 

1. Short title . — This Act may be called the 
Payment of Wages ( Amendment ) Act, 1977 . 

2. Amendment of section 7. — In sec 
tion 7 of the Payment of Wages Act, 
1936 , in sub - section ( 2 ) , after clause ( p ) , 4 of 1936 . 
the following clause shall be inserted , 
namely : 

* ( g ) deductions for contributions to any 
insurance scheme framed by the Central Go 
vernment for the benefit of its employees." . 


14. Authority to try election petitions. — ( 1) No 
election shall be called in question except by pre 
senting an election petition to the authority specified . 
in sub - section ( 2 ) . 

(2 ) The authority having jurisdiction to try an 
election petition shall be the Supreme Court, 

( 3 ) Every election petition shall be presented to 
such authority in accordance with the provisions 
of this part and of the rules made by the Supreme : 
Court under article 145 . 


14A . Presentation of petition . — ( 1) An election 
petition calling in question an election may be pre 
sented on one or more of the grounds specified in 
sub -section ( 1) of section 18 and section 19 , to the :

returned candidate to be yoid , 

( 2 ) For the purposes of this section , 
the offences of bribery and undue influ 
ence at an election have the samemeaning 
as in Chapter IXA of the Indian Penal 45 of 1860 . 
Code . 


( 2 ) Any such petition may be presented at any 
time after the date of publication of the declaration 
containing the name of the returned candidate at 
the election under section 12 , but not later than 
thirty days from the date of such publication . 


15. Form of petitions, etc., and procedure. 
Subject to the provisions of this part, rules made 
(whether before or after the commencement of the 
Presidential and Vice - Presidential Elections (Amend 
ment ) Act, 1977 ] by the Supreme Court under 
article 145 may regulate the form of election 
petitions, the manner in which they are to be pre 
sented , the persons who are to be made parties 
thereto , the procedure to be adopted in connection 
therewith and the circumstances in which petitions 
are to abate , or may be withdrawn, and in which 
new petitioners may be substituted , and may require 
security to be given for costs . 


19. Grounds for which a candidate other than the 
returned candidate may be declared to have been 
elected . -- If any person who has lodged an election 
petition has, in addition to calling in question the 
election of the returned candidate , claimed a decla 
ration that he himself or any other candidate has 
been duly elected and the Supreme Court is of opinion 
that in fact the petitioner or such other candidate 
received a majority of the valid votes , the Supreme 
Court shall, after declaring the election of the re 
turned candidate to be void , declare the petitioner 
or such other candidate , as the case may be, to have 
been duly elected : 

Provided that the petitioner or such other candi 
date shall not be declared to be duly elected if it is 
proved that the election of such candidate would 
have been void if he had been the returned candi 
date and a petition had been presented calling in 
question his election . 


16. Relief that may be claimed by the petitioner. 
A petitioner may claim either of the following decla 
rations : 

( a ) that the election of the returned candi 
date is void ; 

( b ) that the election of the returned candi 
date is void and that he himself or any other 
candidate has been duly elected . 


20. Transmission of orders to the Central Govern 
ment and its publication . ---- The Supreme Court 
shall, after announcing the orders made under sec 
tion 17 , send a copy thereof to the Central Govern 
ment, and on receipt of such copy the Central Govern 
ment shall forthwith cause the order to be published 
in the Official Gazette. . 


17. Orders of the Supreme Court . - ( 1 ) At the 
conclusion of the trial of the election petition , the 
Supreme Court shall make an order 

( a ) dismissing the election petition ; or 

(6 ) declaring the election of the returned 
candidate to be void ; or 

( c ) declaring the election of the returned 
candidate to be void and the petitioner or any 
other candidate to have been duly elected . 
( 2 ) At the time of making an order under sub 
-section ( 1 ) , the Supreme Court shall also make an 
order fixing the total amount of costs payable and 
specifying the persons by and to whom costs shall 
be paid .

7. Application of Act 21 of 1860.- ( 1 ) Notwith 
standing anything contained in the Societies Regis 
tration Act or in the memorandum and rules and 
regulations of either of the two Yoga Societies, but 
subject to the provisions of sub -section ( 2 ) of sec 
tion 6 , so long as the management of the under 
takings of the two Yoga Societies remains vested 
in the Central Government, 

( a ) it shall not be lawful for the members of 
either of the two Yoga Societies or any other 
person to nominate or appoint any person to be 
a member of the Governing Body (by whatever 
name called ) of either of the two Yoga Societies ; 

(b ) no resolution passed at any meeting of the 
members of either of the two Yoga Societies or 
at any meeting of the Governing Body (by what 
ever name called ) of either of the two Yoga So 
cieties, on or after the appointed day , shall be 
given effect to unless approved by the Central 
Government ; 

( c ) no proceeding for the dissolution of either 
of the two Yoga Societies or for their merger 
with any other society or for the appointment of 
a Receiver in respect of any undertaking thereof 
shall lie in any court except with the consent of 
the Central Government. 

( 2 ) Subject to the provisions contained in sub 
-section ( 1 ) and subject to such other exceptions, 
restrictions and limitations , if any, as may be pres 
cribed , the Societies Registration Act shall continue 
to apply to the concerned Yoga Society in the same 
manner as it applied thereto before the appointed 
day . 


( 7 ) The Administrator shall receive from the 
funds of the two Yoga Societies such remuneration 
as the Central Government may fix . 


5. No right to compensation for premature termi 
nation of a contract . --Notwithstanding anything 
contained in any law for the time being in force , 
no person in respect of whom any contract of mana 
gement or other arrangement is terminated by rea 
son of the provisions contained in sub - section ( 3 ) 
of section 3 or who ceases to hold any office by 
reason of the provisions contained in sub - section ( 4 ) 
of that section , shall be entitled to claim any com 
pensation for the premature termination of the 
contract of management or other arrangement or 
for the loss of his office . 


CHAPTER III 


Miscellaneous 


6. Relinquishment of management of the two Yoga 
Societies . - ( 1 ) Notwithstanding anything contained 
in sub -section ( 1 ) of section 3 , if , at any time before 
the expiry of the period referred to in that sub 
-section , it appears to the Central Government that 
the purposes of the vesting of the management of 
the undertakings of either , or both , of the Yoga 
Societies in that Government have been fulfilled or 
that for any other reason it is not necessary that 
the management of the undertakings of either , or 
both , of the Yoga Societies should remain vested 
in that Government , it may , by order published in 
the Official Gazette , relinquish the management of 
the undertakings of either , or both , of the Yoga 
Societies with effect from such date as may be speci 
fied in the order. 


8. Penalties . - Any person who , - 

(a ) having in his possession or custody or 
under his control any property forming part of 
any undertaking of either of the two Yoga Socie 
ties, wrongfully withholds such property from 
the Administrator or any person authorised under 
this Act , or 

( b ) wrongfully obtains possession of any such 
property , or 

( c ) wilfully retains, or fails to deliver , any 
property forming part of any of the undertakings 
of either of the two Yoga Societies or removes 
or destroys it, or 

( d ) wilfully withholds or fails to account for 
any books, papers or other documents which may 
be in his possession or custody or under his con 
trol to the Administrator or any person authorised 
under this Act, or 

( e ) fails , without any reasonable cause , to fur 
nish information or particulars as provided in 

sub -section ( 6 ) of section 4 , 
shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term 
which may extend to two years , or with fine which 
may extend to ten thousand rupees , or with both . 


( 2 ) On and from the date specified under sub 
-section ( 1 ) , the management of the undertakings 
of the concerned Yoga Society shall vest in the Go 
verning Body (by whatever name called ) of the 
concerned Yoga Society and such management shall 
be carried on in accordance with the provisions of 
the Societies Registration Act, so , however , that 
the steps , if any, in relation to the management of 
the undertakings of the concerned Yoga Society 


9. Offences by companies . — ( 1) Where an offence 
under this Act has been committed by a company ,

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every person who at the time the offence was com 
mitted was in charge of, and was responsible to , 
the company for the conduct of the business of the 
company as well as the company , shall be deemed 
to be guilty of the offence and shall be liable to be 
proceeded against and punished accordingly : 

Provided that nothing contained in this sub - sec 
tion shall render any such person liable to any 
punishment, if he proves that the offence was com 
mitted without his knowledge or that he had exer 
cised all due diligence to prevent the commission 
of such offence . 

( 2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub 
-section ( 1 ), where any offence under this Act has 
been committed by a company and it is proved that 
the offence has been committed with the consent 
or connivance of , or is attributable to , any neglect 
on the part of any director , manager , secretary or 
other officer of the company , such director, mana 
ger , secretary or other officer shall be deemed to 
be guilty of that offence and shall be liable to be 
proceeded against and punished accordingly . 


Explanation . For the purposes of this section -- 

( a ) " company" means any body corporate and 
includes a firm or other association of indivi 
duals ; and 

(6 ) " director ” , in relation to a firm , means a 
partner in the firm . 


13. Contracts in bad faith may be cancelled or 
varied . - ( 1 ) If the Central Government is satis 
fied , after such inquiry as it may think fit , that any 
contract or agreement entered into at any time 
within one year immediately preceding the appointed 
day, between either of the two Yoga Societies and 
any other person , in so far as such contract or 
agreement relates to any undertaking of such Yoga 
Society , has been entered into in bad faith , or is 
detrimental to the interests of the concerned Yoga 
Society , it may make an order cancelling or varying 
( either unconditionally or subject to such conditions 
as it may think fit to impose ) such contract or agree 
ment and thereafter the contract or agreement shall 
have effect accordingly : 

Provided that no contract or agreement shall be 
cancelled or varied except after giving to the parties 
to the contract or agreement a reasonable oppor 
tunity of being heard . 

( 2 ) Any person aggrieved by an order under sub 
-section ( 1) may make an application to the High 
Court at Delhi for the variation or reversal of such 
order and thereupon such court may confirm ,modify 
or reverse such order . 

14. Power to terminate contract of employment. 
If the Administrator is of opinion that any contract 
of employment entered into by either of the two 
Yoga Societies in relation to their undertakings, at 
any time before the appointed day , is unduly one 
rous , he may , by giving to the employee one month s 
notice in writing or the salary or wages for one 
month in lieu thereof , terminate such contract of 
employment . 

15. Power to make rules.- ( 1 ) The Central Go 
vernment may , by notification in the Official Ga 
zette , make rules for carrying out the provisions of 
this Act . 

( 2 ) Every rule made by the Central Government 
under this Act shall be laid , as soon as may be after 
it is made , before each House of Parliament while 
it is in session for a total period of thirty days which 
may be comprised in one session or in two or more 
successive sessions , and if, before the expiry of the 
session immediately following the session or the 
successive sessions aforesaid , both Houses agree in 
making any modification in the rule or both Houses 
agree that the rule should not be made, the rule 
shall thereafter have effect only in such modified 
form or be of no effect, as the case may be ; so , 
however , that any such modification or annulment 
shall be without prejudice to the validity of any 
thing previously done under that rule . 

16. Repeal and saving.. ( 1 ) The Yoga 
Undertakings ( Taking Over of Manage 
ment ) Ordinance , 1977, is hereby repealed . 8 of 1977 , 

( 2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done 
or any action taken under the Ordinance so repealed 
shall be deemed to have been done or taken under 
the corresponding provision of this Act. 


10. Exclusion of period of operation of Act. — In 
computing the period of limitation prescribed by 
any law for the time being in force for any suit or 
application against any person by either of the two 
Yoga Societies in respect of any matter arising out 
of any transaction in relation to their undertakings , 
the time during which this Act is in force shall be 
excluded . 


11. Act to have overriding effect . — The provi 
sions of this Act or any notification , order or rule 
made thereunder shall have effect notwithstanding 
anything inconsistent therewith contained in any 
law other than this Act or in any instrument having 
effect by virtue of any, law other than this Act or 
in any decree or order of any court . 


12. Protection of action taken in good faith . 
( 1 ) No suit , prosecution or other legal proceeding 
shall lie against the Administrator or any officer 
or other employee of the Central Government for 
anything which is in good faith done or intended 
to be done under this Act . 


( 2 ) No suit or other legal proceeding shall lie 
against the Central Government or the Adminis 
trator or any of the officers or other employees of 
the Central Government for any damage caused or 
likely to be caused by anything which is in good 
faith done or intended to be done under this Act. 
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
